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Regular club meetings were held as planned in January, March, .. . .

The typical. club meeting started at 8 p. m. and shee 2 hours. 
The first 15 minutes was devoted to'a business meeting which typically 
consisted of call to order, roll call, minutes of the last meeting. and- 
old and new business. Following this about 1. hour and 10 minutes was de- 
voted to subject-matter instruction. The talks and demonstrations nlanned 
in the program were given by the club members. Both the local leader and 
the agent gave subject-matter talks and led a discussion of problems’ the 
members were having in. the conduct of their projects. The agent usually 
took about 5 minutes with announcements. 

At two meetings the club had visiting speakers. At one meeting 
an initiation ceremony was held for new members, and at*another one the 
members repeated the club pledge. Although not a part.of the planned pro- 
gram, a demonstration on rat control was given at one meeting. Rats were 
a serious problem in Fillmore Township. At another meeting the agent led 
the club in singing rounds (Little Tom Tinker, Oh, How Lovely Is the Even- 
ing) for 10 minutes. Adjournment was usually followed by refreshments 
(20 minutes. ) 


Eleven members filled out questionnaires on their participation 
in club meetings.
